Between Firemen and the City 


Findings Arrived at by Board Are Forwarded to Interested Parties 


from Ottawa—Two Points Only Still Remain in Dispute—Award | 
to Come Before Council for Ratification, : 


Che findings of the firemen’s con- 
cillation board have just been for- 
warded to the interested parties by 
the federal minister of labor. It now 
remains for the report to go before 
the city council for confirmation. 

The board, which was made up of 
Bishop Gray, chairman; W. J. Carter, 
representing the city, and Arthur 
Davies, the firemen, says that, after 
consideration, all points in dispute be- 
tween the city and the firemen were 
Ggreed to, save two. 

The board giveg its recommendation 
in regard to these, one being that the 
city should give the firemen one day 
off in four, but that the ‘merit’ sys- 
tem of punishment for offense should 
not be adopted, 

The Full Report 

The report reads as follows: 

“On December 7, when the board 
met,the parties reported that the mat- 
ter of wages referred to had been 
satisfactorily adjusted. The board 
then directed an adjournment for the 
purpose of allowing the parties to get 
together to see if some settlement of 
the whole matter could not be reach- 
ed. The board, after resuming its sit- 
tings (no settlement having been 
reached at this sitting) took evidence 
on the questions before it. ,The city 
contended that it was ‘ultra vires’ for 


the city to enter into an agreemeént 
with the union, and any agreement 
so entered into would not be binding 
ond unenforceable; that the terms of 
employment should be arranged and 
set out in a by-law and rules and reg- 
ulations, but the employees contended 


and binding, and stated that the 
board obtained the opinion of a 
solicitor they would be bound by the 
award of the board. Your board ob- 
tained the opinion of an independent 
solicitor without reference to either

An interesting report goes to coun- 
cil on Tuesday evening, framed by 
City Solicitor Bown, and giving de- 
tails of the results arrived at by the 
conference recently held at Calgary 
between representatives of Edmonton, 
Calgary, thbridge and Medicine 
Jiat. 

City Solicitor Bown and City Asses- 
tor Walker arrived back in Edmonton 
during the week-end, Mayor Evans 
Boing East from Calgary. 

‘The findings of the conference con- 
tain recommendations as to a gen- 
eral tax sale act for the municipali- 
t'es, sugestions !n regard to the draft 
bill to empower the extension of the 
sinking fund, limitation of the Mora- 
torjum Act, and to secure more earn- 
ing power from school lands. City 
Solicitor Bown says that the endeavor 
was to secure agreement for a uniform 
taux sale act and agsessinent act 
throughout the province, but a satiy- 
factory basis could not be arrived at 
with regard to an assessinent act. 
However, a foundation has been laid 
end it is hoped to eventually secure 
a cities’ act for the province embody- 
tug all these mattters, 

Following are the recommendations 
of the conference; 

Tax Sale Act— 

1. Sales proceedings started after 
Jands are six months in arrears from 
end of year in which taxes are levied. 

2. Redemption period one year 
fiom dato of gale. 

5. Land not in at sale, at expiration 
of redemption period automatically to 
become property of city. 

4. Bale advertised at option of city

8. Tne details of the tax certificate 
procedure to be put in the act. (De- 
tails of this to be decided later.) 

Suggestion for draft bill re exten- 
sion of sinking fund— 

Notwithstanding anything con+ 
tained in the charter of any city or 
eny town, village, rural municipality, 
local improvement or school ast, be- 
ginning from January 1. 1915, and 
notwithstanding anything in any by- 
law or bond,j debenture or other se- 
curity, the einking fund for the sei%ice 
of any debt may be reduced to the! 
annual levy which would have

required had the bond, debenture, 
etc., had an original maturity of fifty 
years fro date of issue or such 
‘esser fina] maturity as the council 
anay determine. 

This provison shall not be retro- 
active so far as to affect any levy 
which has been or should have been 
made up to December 81, 1917, and 
shall not apply to the property's 
share of local improvements, 

Not less than six months prior to 
the maturity of the various bonds 
cebentures, etc., the city, town, vil- 
lage, etc., shall {ssue and the provin- 
cial government shall guarantee both 
as to principal and interest bonds, de- 
hentures, etc. for the amount by 
which the accumulated sinking fund 
falls short of the amount required to 
redeem the bond, making all allow- 
ance for discount on sale and other 
expenses.

NINE MONTHS OF 
WAR COST CANADA 
SUM $171.748.000 


Ottawa, an, 21.—Canada’s war ex- 
penditure for the nine months of the 
fiscal year enuing Deco. 31, amounted 
to $171,748,839. During the same 
period in the previous fiscal ret the 
expenditure was $170,229,748. For 
the month of December wone, the wat 
cost was $19,779,568. In December, 
1918, it cost $23,702,217. 

The revenue of the Dominion for 
the nine monthe was $190,659,870 aa 
against $166,856,849 for the similar 
period in 1916, For December alone 
the revenue was $20,617,868. In De- 
cember, 1916, it was $21,948,775. Ex- 
penditure chargeable to revenue toe 
talled $96,982,587, as compared with 
$81,696.605, in the previous fon 

The total net debt of the Dominion 
on December 81 stood at $976,428,504. 
On the same date in 1916 it was $722, 
111,449. During December the debt 
increased by $18,427,808, which wad 
approximately a million less than the 
war expenditure for that n. nth.

Many good looking grains are not 
testing for germination as they should 
this year, states J. D, Smith of the} 


seed and weed branch of the provin-| 
clal government. Farmers would save 
much, or at least would gain much by | 
having tests made of their seed before 
using it. In the five-day test, grain 
that is being submitted now varies 
all the way trom 6 per cent to 80 per 
cent As yet only a few samples have 
been submitted for the test. These 
experiments are made at each of the} 
three schools of agriculture, the Do- 
minion seed branch in Calgary and 
at the seed and weed department of 
the government. This is the time of 
year that the farmers should make 
in effort to get a report on their seed, 
as money would be gained by selling 
for commercial wheat, non-germinat- 
ng seed and procuring other.

It is 
also foreseeable that when the 
farmer has been driven out of the 
business of butter-making, the con- 
sumer will pay as much for oleo- 
margarine as he has had to pay 
for farm butter. The net result of 
this policy is to destroy one branch 
of the farming business—a very 
profitable and important branch 
—to oblige the consumers to pay 
the price of butter for something 
that isn’t butter, and to enable 
manufacturers of oleo to unload 
various greases for more than 
they are worth. 


Cheap Labor and Dear Fruit. 


Having voted to conscript their 
remaining white employees for 
miltary service, the British Co- 
lumbia fruit growers are now de- 
manding to be allowed to replace 
them by Chinese coolies. Chinese 
labor has been a prominent factor 
in British Columbia industrial life 
from the beginning of things, and 
the orchard-owners are well situ- 
ated to know what it would be 
worth to them to be allowed to re- 
place white help by cheaper help 
imported from the Orient. The 
promptness with which they have 
got in their demand for coolie 
labor suggests that the fruit- 
growers were not unmindful of 
the industrial possibilities of the 
Military Service Act, and gave it 
their hearty support at the polls 
last month with kuowledge that it 
would help clear out the high- 
priced wage-earners and open the 
way for importing Chinamen. 
Their demand for Chinese labor is 
not accompanied by any proposal 
that the price of fruit be cut down 
in proportion to the difference be- 
tween the wages demanded by 
white and Chinese workers. Noth- 
ing doing in that direction. Cheap 
labor and dear fruit is the motto 
of the British-Columbia fruit- 
growers, 


A Doubtful Proposal. 


The city council has endorsed 
the idea that legislation should be 
secured lengthening the period of 
repayment of loans now outstand- 
ing by Alberta cities, The sugges- 
tion is that a city’s outstanding 
debentures should be grouped and 
covered by a new issue of deben- 
tures to run for fifty years. The 
annual sinking fund allottment 
would thereby be reduced. It is 
suggested that to give validity to 
these new debentures they should 
be guaranteed by the Provincial 
Government. That the scheme 
would be convenient there is no 
doubt. It would ease off the strain 
of the sinking fund payments for 
the present. But that gain might 
be counter-balanced by an adverse 
effect upon the money market. A 
debenture is an agreement made 
between the city and the pur- 
chaser of that debenture for the 
repayment of the money at a cer- 
tain time. Unless the scheme pro- 
posed makes provision for the ac- 
tual payment of debentures when 
they fall due—by the Provincial 
Government or on the combined 
credit of the cities and the Pro- 
vinee—it is to be feared that the 
alteration of the debenture agree- 
ments would not be favorably 
looked upon by parties from whom 
the cities may have to seek 
money in future. An _ agree- 
ment is an agreement, and to alter 
it at the suggestion of one party 
to it—even though the other party 
is guaranteed against eventual 
loss —-does not tend to strengthen 
ecnfidence in future proposals of 
the party at whose request the al- 
terution is made. If Edmonton or 
any other city should default in its 
sinking fund obligations it is far 
better to default through inabil- 
ity to pay than through any ap- 
parent desire to side-step its obli- 
gations,

The nation will, we are sure, most 
heartily endorse the decision of the 
King to confer a peerage upon Sir 
John Jellicoe in recognition of his de- 
voted services, He is succeeded as 
first gea lord by Sir Rosslyn Wemyss, 
who is chiefly known to the public at 
present for his excellent work at the 
landing at Gallipoli and at the sub- 
sequent evacuation, Sir Rosslyn Wem- 
yss is a man of wide interests, un- 
failing good humor, and a reputa- 
tion for picking competent subordi- 
nates. He is something of a courtier, 
but still more of a fignting man, and 
his best recommendation tor his new 
post is that he is believed to be in 
thorough sympathy with the younger 
generation in the Royal navy. 

The whole issue which lies behind 
these changes is, as we have said, the 
importance of giving full play to the 
rising generation of seamen, We are 
dealing in the fleet and in Whitehall 
with a service which has been shaped 
for generations without the supreme 
test of battle. During these last three 
years great modifications in the meth- 
ods, though not in the spirit, of naval 
warfare have gradually been evolved. 
The older men cling to the older ways; 
the younger men believe that they can 
more readily adapt themselves to the 
new conditions if they receive suf- 
ficient freedom of action. The process 
of infiltration has been at work for 
some time, as Sir Erlc Geddes showed 
in his speech in the House of Com- 
mons on November 1, Young officers 
have been brought to the admiralty in 
considerable numbers. Sir Edward 
Carson made many such appoint- 
ments, and the Royal navy owe him 
a debt of gratitude for the readiness 
with which he responded to the views 
of the younger men, But he confined 
his changes to comparatively subordi- 
nate grades, The test of a year has 
shown that if the principle is to have 
full play, it must be carried out from 
top to bottom. For example, it is of 
no avail to add to the operations 
committee side of the naval staff “a 
new section consisting of younger of- 
licers with recent experience in the 
grand fleet,” unless the new ideas thus 
introduced receive the amplest en- 
couragement and support. Mean- 
while the country, without quite 
knowing what wag wrong, has vague- 
ly felt that all was not well at the 
admiralty, The repeated minor raids 
made by the enemy on the east coast, 
and especially on the coast of Kent 
during the early part of the year, 
shook the public faith. These epi- 
f£odes were not in themselves of great 
importance, but in spite of fluent and 
not very convincing official explana- 
tions, the feeling grew that they 
should never have happened. Men 
wondered, and are still wondering, 
whether the narrow sea gate at Dover 
was being well guarded. They won- 
Cered still more why the enemy 
should be able to do these daring 
things, while we did comparatively 
little either to prevent them or to re- 
taliate. There is no secret now of the 
preponderating opinion in the Royal 
navy that a free hand and a more 
uggressive policy would have pro- 
duced very different results. 

During the summer the course of 
events at sea was more normal and 
less irritating, but in the last three 
months the unfavorable impressions 
formed in the spring have been 
acutely revived, The destruction of 
two British destroyers and nine Scan- 
dinavian merchant ships under convoy 
on October 17 had a disturbing effect 
upon public opinion which was not 
effaced by subsequent official state- 
ments, The two enemy attacks on 
December 12, which resulted in the 
less of a destroyer and four armed 
trawlers, as well as of eight convoy- 
ed merchant ships, deepened 
widespread tendency to question 
whether our naval administration was 
thoroughly efficient. The result of 
the inquiry into the occurrences on 
December 12 has not yet been made 
known, but it is already clear that 
pleas which may have been valid in 
Cectober cannot be advanced in con- 
donation of the December affair, The 
successful attacks on the convoys are 
by no means the whole of the story, 
for there have been other misadven- 
tures at sea. We do not seek to 
emphasize any particular case, and 
we recognize fully that these minor 
chances of war do not dim the lustre 
of the greater achievements of the 
grand fleet; but we would lay stress 
upon the cumulative effect of a series 
of episodes every one of which has 
been “unfortunate.” That effect is to 
justify the prevalent belief that there 
has been a lack of energy and of 
| forceful prevision at the admiralty, 
that the principal authorities ashore 
have been far too slow in countering 
the increasing resourcefulness of the 
enemy, and that there has too often 
been a lack of co-ordination between 
the admiralty and the commanders 
afioat. The crowning justification of 
the changes now in progress, which 
go far beyond the limits of today’s 
announcement, is the overwhelming 
importance of grappling still more 
effectively with the submarine men- 
ace. If it is imperatively necessary to 
buld ships, it is even more mportant 
to save them. We hold that in the 
fourth year of the war the admiralty 
should have made greater progress in 
the fight against the submarine, and 
we urge that the problem presented 
by the submarine is no more insoluble 
than any other new problem of war- 
fare, Our younger seamen are con- 
vinced that they can entirely over- 
come the submarine peril if they re- 
ceive the free hand which they have 
rever yet been granted. We share 
their faith. In any case we agree 
that they should have their chance,

Previous 
to the last election, | waa told several 
times by a local jawyer that he was 
going to show me that I would have 
no vote, and sure enough, in spite of 
my naturalization papers, in spite of 
the fact that the enumerator had seen 
my papersand placed my name on the 
voters’ list.

ANOTHER PLEA FOR TEACHERS 


Sir: I would like, by your permis- 
sion, to add a little more to the plaint 
of “Ex-Teacher"’ who so kindly took 
up the cudgels on behalf of the teach- 


ers in your issue of January 19. 

About the middle of April there will 
be a number of students from the 
University and colleges who have 
hitherto found it convenient to ask 
the department of education for a 
“permit” certificate in order that they 
might teach in the summer scnools of} 
ihe province. Without doubt this sys- 
tem is quite a boon to the students 
who are working thelr way through 
college. But this “permit” costs $5 
and, since the school year closes at 
the end of June, the student teacher 
is consequently called upon to con- 
tribute an extra $5 for the remaining 
period of his herm. Add $10 to the 
cost of railway and stage charges to 
and from the school to be taught, 
and that $70 per month, cited rather 
tco generously by ‘Ex-Teacher,” be- 
gins to seem somewhat abridged. 
Again, the students are removed from 
tniversity and college into a land not 
always flowing with milk and honey, 
stellectually and otherwise. Now, 
many students have the habit of reck- 
oning te the last cent the summer's 
earnings. The sum <f $26 or $30 on 
this or that side will in many cases 
be the deciding factor, There will be 
many positions open during the com- 
ing summer, if more arduous, certain. 
ly more bracing and not lesg well paid 
than those of teaching. 

Personally, I think it to be the duty 
of every student, rich or otherwise,

on Record Breaking 
Spree by Mays 


Most fans are famillar with the 
thirty-five consecutive game batting 
spurt of Ty Cobb during the recent 
pennant race. Who made the next 
longest spurt? Official records of the 
American league show it was George 
Sieler, of the St. Louis Browns, 

George ran twenty-six games in © 
row, during which he made one or 
more safe blows, The strength of 
swatting carried him from August 11 
to September 6. 

But George also had an earlier run 
of twenty-one games, starting this 
lesser jamboree June 30. It was 
petade by Carl Mays, of Boston, July 


This same Mays of Boston deserves 
#. medal or some other token of honor 
irom Ty Cobb. If it hadn't been for 
him Sisler might have continued his 
batting spree and at least equalled 
Cobb's record of thirty-five games. 

For right after being stopped, 
George began wielding his bat with 
deadly ferocity again and ran up thir- 
teen more games before being held 
without @ hit after the game of Aug- 
ust 2, So Mays at least stopped Sisler 
from a run of thirty-five games, 

If George had only made that hit 
he might have hung up the unheard 
of mark of sixty-eight consecutive con- 
tests in which he gleaned one or more 
swats. 

If he had made three little hits, one 
July 18, another August 6, and an- 
other August 11, George now would 
be hailed as the willow-wielder wiz- 
ard of the world. For the records 
show that except for July 18, August 
and August 11, Sisler banged out a 
blow or more every day he played 
from June 30 to September 4. So 
when Ty orders his token of apprecia- 
tion for Mays, he may as well get 
three, one for Walter Johnson and 
the remaining one for Rube Schauer. 
These were the Jeaders who alded 
Mays in keeping the world’s batting 
na safe from the Missourl mar- 
vel.

How fast does a thrown baseball 
travel? Some recent experiments by 
Frank B. Gilbreth, an efficiency engi- 
neer of Providence, R.1., as described 
in a story in the August number of 
the Popular Science Monthly, attempt 
to answer the question. 

Mr. Gilbreth found that a fast ball 
thrown by a reasonably fast picher, 
from the time it left his hands to the 
time it reached the bat, required 0.288 
second. That was travelling at the 
rate of 210.07 feet per second, or abcait

like the speed generally attributed to 
fast ball by the public, or by the bal!
